SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The colour transparency Untitled (also known as No 9 One Small Photographic 
Negative) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The colour transparency has been given this classification because it is considered to 
promote and support the use of coercion to compel a person to submit to sexual 
conduct. The colour transparency contains photographic images of male and female 
sexual activity. The activity includes vaginal and anal intercourse, and vaginal 
penetration with a dildo and a banana. During some of this activity a female is bound, 
lying on an examination table with her legs apart and raised. The female is tied with 
rope around her wrists and ankles. The female is presented as vulnerable and forcibly 
submissive, and she appears to be in discomfort. The scenario is sexualised by the 
nudity of the woman and the presentation of sexual activity. 

Consideration is given to si 4, s5, and s6 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(the NZBR Act). Due to the presentation of the use of coercion to compel persons to 
submit to sexual conduct, s3(2)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 (the FVPC Act) is applied to this colour transparency. Section 14 of the 
NZBR Act is inconsistent with s3(2) of the FVPC Act, which is a deeming provision, 
and therefore si 4 of the NZBR Act does not apply to this colour transparency. 
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
